1. ON AUGUST 9, PRIOR TO RETURNING TO CANBERRA FOR HOME 
LEAVE, AUSTRALIAN AMBASSADOR RENOUF AND EMBOFF COTTRILL 
CAME TO SEE MR. WARNKE, DIRECTOR, US ARMS CONTROL AND 
DISARMAMENT AGENCY. MR. WARNKE BRIEFED HIM ON THE CUR- 
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RENT STATUS OF SALT AND THE US/UK/USSR NEGOTIATIONS ON 
COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN (CTB), AND DISCUSSED POSSIBLE 
TIME FRAME FOR SUBMITTING BOTH AGREEMENTS TO CONGRESS 
FOR RATIFICATION. 

2. REGARDING THE AUSTRALIAN CANDIDACY FOR MEMBERSHIP 
IN THE COMMITTEE ON DISARMAMENT (CD) AND SELECTION OF 
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ADDITIONAL MEMBERS IN GENERAL, WARNKE TOLD RENOUF THAT 
THE US "LOOKED WITH GREAT FAVOUR" ON THE AUSTRALIAN CAN- 
DIDACY AND ADDED THAT THE SOVIETS APPEARED ALSO TO BE POS- 
ITIVE WITH REGARD TO THE AUSTRALIAN MEMBERSHIP IN THE CD. 
HE ALSO SAID THAT THE US WAS STILL DEVELOPING A FORMAL
